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Railway Statutes of New York. 

We have thought that a brief digest of the 
Railway Statutes of New York, comprising the 
miscellaneous sections of especial importance to 
nilway companies would be of value to our 
readers, We give them in the order of their 
passage by the Legislature. 

1. Railroads, Common Carriers.—Any railroad 
tompany receiving freight for transportation, shall 
be entitled to the same rights, and be subject to 
he same liabilities as common carriers. When- 
‘er two or more railroads are connected to- 
Bther, any company owning either of said roads 
‘ceiving freight to be transported to any place 
‘the line of either of the said roads so connect- 
*i, shall be liable as common carriers for the de- 
livery of such freight at such place. In case any 
Stch company shall become liable to pay any 
sum by reason of the neglect and misconfuct of 
any other company or companies, the company 
Paying such sum may collect the same of the 
‘ompany or companies by reason of whose neglect 
T misconduct it became so liable. Sec. 9, [Re- 
"sed Statutes, page 681, fifth edition, 1858. ] 

2, Right to take and carry—Motive Pow er—Com- 


pensation—Regulations.—Every corporation formed 
under this act shall have power: To take and 
convey persons and property on their railroad by 
the power or force of steam, or of animals, or by 
any mechanical power, and to receive compensa- 
tion therefor—to regulate the time and manner 
in which passengers and property shall be trans- 
ported, and the compensation to be paid therefor ; 
but such compensation for any passenger and his 
ordinary baggage, shall not exceed three cents 
per mile. (Laws of 1850, ch. 140, § 28.) 

Sec. 33 provides that the Legislature may re- 
duce or alter the rate of freight, fare, &c., on 
such railroads; provided, that the same shall not 
be reduced below a profit of ten per cent. per 
annum upon the capital actually expended, with- 
out the consent of the corporation; nor unless it 
shall have been ascertained that the net annual 
income of the corporation exceeds ten per cent. 
per annum on the capital actually expended, 
(Laws of 1850, ch. 140, § 33.) 

3. Conductor and others must wear Badge—Re- 
fusal to pay fare—Expulsion—Every conductor, 
baggage master, engineer, brakeman, or other 
servant of any railroad corporation employed on 
a passenger train or in stations for passengers, 
shall wear upon his hat or cap a badge, which 
shall indicate his office, and the initial letters of 
the style of the corporation by which be is em- 
ployed, No conductor or collector without such 
badge shall have authority to meddle or interfere 
with any passenger, his baggage or property. 
Ib., Sec. 30. 

If any passenger shall refuse to pay his fare, it 
shall be lawful for the conductor of the train and 
the servants of the corporation tu put him and 
his baggage out of the cars, using no unnecesary 
force, at any usual stopping place, or near any 
dwelling house, as the conductor shall elect on 
stopping the train. b., Sec. 35. 

4, Accommodations—Notice of Trains—Neglect— 
Damages.—Every such corporation shall start and 
run their cars fur the transportation of passengers 
aid property, at regular times, to be fixed by 
public notice ; and shall furnish sufficient accom- 
modation for the transportation of all such passen- 
gers and property as shall, within a reasonable 
time previous thereto, be offered for transporta- 








tion at the place of starting, and the junctions of 


other railroads, and at usual stopping places 
established for receiving and discharging way 
passengers and freights for that train; and shall 
take, transport'and discharge such passengers and 
property at, from and to such places, on the due 
payment of freight or fare legally authorized 
therefor; and shall be liable to the party ag- 
grieved, in an action for damages for any neglect 
or refusal in the premises. Jb., Sec. 36. 

5. Checking Baggage—Refusal—Penalty—Wit- 
ness.—A check shall be affixed to every parcel of 
baggage when taken for transportation by the 
agent or servant of such corporation, if there is 
a handle, loop or fixture, so that the same can be 
attached upon the parcel so offered for transpor- 
tation, and a duplicate thereof given to the passen- 
ger or person delivering the same on his behalf; 
and if such check be refused on demand, the cor- 
poration shall pay to such passenger the sum of 
ten dollars, to be recovered in a civil action; and 
further, no fare or toll shall be collected or re- 
ceived from such passenger, and if such passen- 
ger shall have paid his fare, the same shall be re- 
funded by the conductor in charge of the train; 
and on producing said check if his baggage shall 
not be delivered to him, he may himself be a wit- 
ness in any suit brought by him to prove the con- 
tents and value of said baggage. 1b., Sec. 37. 

6. Formation of Traine—Violation of act a Misde- 
meanor.—In forming a passenger train, baggage, 
freight, merchandise or lumber cars shall not be 
placed in rear of the passenger cars; and if they 
or any of them shall be so placed, the officer or 
agent who so directed, or knowingly suffered 
such arrangement shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and be punished accordingly. b., 
Sec. 38. 

7. Sign Boards at Crossings.—Every such corpo- 
ration shall cause to be placed, well supported by 
posts or otherwise, and constantly maintained 
across each traveled public road or street where 
the same is crossed by the railroad on the same 
level; said boards shall be elevated so as not to 
obstruct the travel, and to be easily seen by trav- 
elers, and on each side of such boards, shall be 
painted in capital letters of at least the size of 
nine inches each, the words “ Railroad crossing, 
Jook out for the cars.” But this section shall not 
apply to streets in cities or villages, unless the 
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corporation shall be required to put up such 
boards by the officers having charge of such 
streets. Ib,, Sec. 40. 

8. Intoxication of Engineer or Conductor.—If any 
person shall, while in’ charge of a locomotive 
engine running upon the railroad of any such 
corporation, or while acting as the conductor of a 
car or train of cars, on any such railroad, be in- 
toxicated, he shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor. Jb., Sec. 41. 

9. Injury of Railroads, ete-—Penalty.—If any 
person or persons shall wilfully do, or cause to be 
done, any act or acts whatever, whereby any 
building, construction or work of any railroad 
corporation, or any engine, machine or structure, 
or any matter or thing appertaining to the same, 
shall be stopped, obstructed, impaired, weakened | 
injured or destroyed, the person or persons so 
offending shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall forfeit and pay to the said corporation treble 
the amount of damages sustained by such offence, 
Ib., Sec. 42, 

10, Fences, Gates and Cattle Guards—Damages— 
Penaliy— Walking on Track,—Sec. 44 provides 
that railroads shall construct and maintain fences 
along the line of road, and gates and cattle guards 
at necessary places. Corporations shall be liable 
for damages to cattle, etc., when the injury re- 
sults from negligence or wilfulness, Any person 
leading animals along the inclosure formed by 
such fence without consent of corporation shall 
be liable to a penalty of ten dollars, It shall not 
be lawful for persons not employed on such rail- 
road, to walk along the track thereof, unless the 
same is laid along a public road. Jb., Sec. 44. 

11, Riding on Platform—Injury.—In case any 
passenger on any railroad shall be injured, while 
on the platform of a car, or in any baggage, 
wood or freight car, in violation of the printed 
regulations of the company posted up at the time 
in a conspicuous place, inside of its passenger 
cars then in the train, such company shall not be 
liable for the injury; provided said company at 
the time furnished room inside its passenger cars, 
sufficient for the proper accommodation of the 
passengers, Ib., Sec. 46. 

12. Extension of Act to all Railroads.—All exist- 
ing railroad corporations within this State, shall 
respectively have and possess all the powers and 
privileges contained in this act, and they shall be 
subject to all the duties, liabilities and provisions, 
not inconsistent with the provisions of their 
charter, contained in the foregoing sections, 28, 
(except subdivision 9,) 30, 33, 35, 36, 37, 38, 40, 
41, 42, 44 and 46 of this act. Jb., Sec. 49. 

This digest brings the statutes relating to rail- 
ways down to 1854, from which point we sball 
continue it to the present year. 


Russian-American Telegraph. 

The St. Petersburg Borsen Zeitung says that all 
preparations on the mainland, and the soundings 
in Behring Straits, for the completion of the line 
of telegraph between Russia and America are 
nearly finished. In the coure of the present year 
the telegraph will be constructed over a distance 
of three thousand five hundred miles beyond 
Revel, and the lines will be finished from Granlay 
Haven to the Kwichpak, and along the valley of 
this river, from the mouth of the Anadyr to Fort 
Anadyr, from Okhotsk to Gischiga, and perhaps 
even as far as to be joined with the Anadyr line,

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At the date of the last annual Report, Februar 
28, 1865, the road was completed to Warrensburg, 
218 miles from St, Louis; leaving a gap of 65 
miles unfinished. On the “28th of May, 1865, 
trains commenced running to Holden, 23214 miles; 
on the 14th of June to Kingsville, 237 miles; on 
the 26th of July to Pleasant Hill, 2484 miles; 
and on the 19th of September the last rail was 
laid and spike driven at Little Blue, 265 mniles, 
where a connection was made with the track 
which had been laid eastward from Independence, 
7.6 miles; the road having been opened and 
operated from Kansas City to Independence same 
months previous. On the 20th of September, the 
President and Vice-President of the company 
passed over the whole line of road from Kansas 
City to St. Louis, a distance of 283 miles; and on 
the 2d of October, the trains commenced their 
regular trips. 

The Report gives a complete history of the en- 
terprise from its inception in 1849 to the date of 
its completion in 1865—all of which we are 
obliged to omit for want of space. 

The following statement will show the earnings 
of the road from commencement. It will be re. 
collected that it was only in operation its whole 
length from October 2, 1865:

Since the destruction of the road, bridges, de 
pots, &c., &c., during the invasion of the fall of 
1864, we were necessiated to husband every re- 
source to complete the road, and every building 
that could be dispensed with, and every other 
outlay that could be postponed, became impel 
tive; so that after rebuilding water tanks andr 
pairing the track and bridges, &c., &c., all the 
available means were applied to the construction 
of the road and in adding to the rolling stock, - 
necessary to operate the same as it progresse

Station houses have been built at South Point; 
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Gray's Summit, Miller’s Landing, Hermann, Osage, | 


California, Syracuse and Otterville. Tank houses 
at Miller’s Landing and McGirk’s, Some addi- 
tions have been made to the machine shops at Jef- 
ferson City and St. Louis, an addition at Warrens- 
purg, and an engine house at Knobnoster; avery 
large extension has been made to the freight 
house at Seventh street, St. Louis; besides many 
of the sidings or switches along the road have 
peen lengthened. During the year, 43,437 new 
cross-ties have been placed in the main line be- 
tween St. Louis and Gasconade, and 387,046 be- 
tween Gasconade and Dresden; 6 new freight lo- 
comotives, 6 new passehger coaches, 75 box cars, 
and 8 stock cars have been added. In addition 
there have been made at the company’s machine 
shop 5 baggage, 5 caboose, 9 box, and 40 stock 
cars; and 2 passenger coaches will be finished in 
the ensuing June ; 389 tons of iron have been re- 
rolled, and 520 tons of new iron have been placed 
in the track. And at Kansas City an engine 
house for 3 locomotives, and a blacksmith shop 
have been erected. The cost of nearly all of the 
foregoing has been charged to operating expenses, 

The right of way along the levee has been ob- 
tained from the Common Council at Kansas City, 
aud arrangements satisfactorily made with parties 
westward for the right of way to the State line. 

Messrs. Robt. Campbell, David Rankin, Jr., and 
Hudson E. Bridge have purchased grounds in 
Kansas City on which a large freight house has 
already been erected for the joint use of the Union 
Pacific and this company. It is intended to build 
on these grounds the machine shop and passenger 
depot, These gentlemen have paid for the ground, 
and so soon as the several sums paid by them 
with interest is refunded, they will convey the title 
to the company. 

The track extends and the road is operated at 
this time to Locust street, at which point a pas- 
senger and freight depot has been built, and work 
is progressing westwardly to the State line, dis- 
tant one and three-fourths of a mile, and the track 
will be laid and trains operated to meet the Union 
Pacific Railway about the last of this month. 

The Missouri River Railroad, connecting our 
own with Leavenworth, is extending their road 
along the banks, meeting this road at the State 
line, being of the same gauge and a feeder. 

A lease has been negotiated and executed be- 
tween that company and our own for a term of 
twenty years, and it is expected that the road will 
be finished and operated during the ensuing June. 

The contracted cattle yards have been greatly 
enlarged, and superior accommodations furnished 
under a contract with parties who give it their 
personal attention. - 

The first grand division of the road has been 
fixed at Jefferson City, and a large donation of 
ground faverably located has become the proper- 
ty of the company, upon which the machine shop, 
&c.. will be removed and extended. 

The regular monthly instalments of interest 
have been paid the County of St. Louis, and every 
effort made to sustain the credit of the company. 
With a completed road and no sufficient equip- 
ment to operate, the same would not be unlike a 
finished house, without furniture ; and to avoid 
the former as much as possible, additional rolling 
stock has been ordered, to be paid for when de- 
livered. Much of the equipment added the past 
year has been paid for by the individual credit of 
the Directors, who are at this time largely in ad- 
vance, 

Twenty locomotives, eleven passsenger coaches. 
and one hundred box cars are contracted for, and 
will be delivered the succeeding months. Besides, 
it becomes imperative that some considerable new 
or re-rolled iron should replace the rail east of 
Jefferson City. Advices have been received that 
Some of the locomotives and passenger coaches 
are in transitu, and others will immediately follow; 
one it is probable that an evening express through

3d of March 1861. Not® being so- exteaded to 
Springfield, and the Chief Executive of the State 
declining to take possession, the road has been 
ever since operated by the company, and during 
the year 26,864 cross-ties have been renewed, and 


the track and road bed is in good condition. By 
an act of the General Assembly, approved Febru- 
ary 19th, 1866, the Governor was required to take 
possession of the road, and, pursuant to his re- 
quisition, the road, rolling stock and appurten- 
ances have been scheduled, and the same is now 
operated by Commissioners, A temporary ar- 
rangement for transportation over the main line 
has been satisfactorily made. 

The earnings of the year are not flattering. 
From the account stated between the two roads it 
appears that the brauch is debtor to the main line, 
A sale of all the remaining “ free lands” Las been 
effected, and as the residue of lauds allotted to 
the company was the property of the Southwest 
Branch, that portion attached to the main line 
having been sold, the Land Deoartment has been 
discontinued. 

The telegraph line was extended-soon after the 
opening of the road to Kansas City, and is in suc- 
cessful operation along the whole line. 

The road and rolling stock are in good order, 
and notwithstanding the greatly increased trans- 
portation, no passenger has yet been injured, 

The same policy of guarding the road, bridges, 
&c,, is continued, and no material change made in 
its general management, 


The equipment of the road consists of 48 loco- 
motives; 81 passenger, 7 mail, 17 express, 23 
caboose, 239 box, 133 stock, 211 flat, 1 magazine, 
4 wreck, 1 paymaster’s and 9 shanty cars. Num- 
ber of miles run 831,433. Total cost $348,942 54. 
Average number of miles run by engines 17,321.

The equipment 
consists of 5 engines, 7 first class, and 3 second 
class passenger cars, 4 baggage, mail and express, 
and 63 freight cars.

Stock Exchange and Money Market. 
Money has been in more active speculative de- 
mand, since our last, The extraordinary activity 
in Stocks has given temporary employment to 
enormous sums, Capitalists have been well pre- 
pared to meet the increased requirements of 
operators. Hence, there has been no marked 
changes in prices, Strictly first class houses have 
been promptly supplied at 4 per cent, and other 
leading firms at 5 per cent, on call. The rates to 
the large dealers in Government Securities have 
ranged from 3@4 per cent, with very liberal 
offerings at these figures. There has been rather 
less movement in the discount line, chiefly be- 
cause of the comparative scarcity of prime to 
good short-date commercial paper, rates on which 
have been stationary at from 5@6% per cent. per 
annum. Lenders have been more ready to-re- 
spond to discount applications and have evinced 
less disposition to discriminate against four and 
six months’ notes, to which they were decidedly 
averse earlier in the season. The banks have 
been quite generous in granting aid io the cur- 
rent speculations. Last week, they increased

408 ; while losing $2,486,342 of their legal tender 
reserve, and $1,440,262 of their specie. They 
gained $5,147,585 in the deposit line.” Their de- 
posits are now $228,484,370, or about forty mil- 
Their 
jegal tender reserve amounts to $85,339,679, 
against $58,511,752 same time last year. Their 
circulation now stancs at $29,302,368, against 
$10,970,397 same time last year. The loans now 
reach the unprecedented sum of $274,210,161, or 
forty-six millions more than at this date last year. 
The Bank Exchanges at the Clearing House, 
through the past week, averaged $138,180,298 a 
day, against a daily average of $96,261,995 the 
preceding week; and $100,881,220 the week end- 
ing with Sept. 22, The current week’s exchanges 
average about $134,301,439 a day. The loss of 
legal tender, during the week, is mainly account- 
ed for by remittances to the interior; where cur- 
rency has been less abundant, and more urgently 
sought after. Reports from Chicago speak of a 
rather stringent and excited market, caused by 
the enlarged volume of business in produce, 
chiefly on speculative account, which interest the 
country banks have been seemingly decidedly 
eager to ioster. 

Mr, Camp, the superintendent of the City Bank 
Clearing House, has prepared the following inter- 
est exhibit of the annual clearances and balances 
of the city banks, for a period of thirteen years, 
ending with Oct. 1, comprising the whole period 
of the existence of the Clearing House, which was 
organized in 1853 :

National Bank notes to the amount of $4965,- 
700, were issued last week, making the total issue 
to 1,661 banks thus far $293,528,603, against $194,» 
182,630 same time last year. The United States 
bonds held by Treasurer Spinner in trust for Na- 
tional Banks as security for circulating notes 
amount to $332,903,300; and for the public de- 
posits, $39,171,950—making a total of $872, 
075,250. 

The U, 8S. Sub-Treasury receipts, week ending 
with Oct, 6, were $10,212,269, including $2,266,885 
from customs duties; payments, $7,766,590; 
balance at the close of the week, $90,288,601, 
against $87,842,832 at the close of the preceding 
week, The business of the Office during the first 
two days of the current week, was as follows: 
Monday, receipts, $4,810,139, end payments, $2,- 
848,066. Tuesday, receipts, $3,415,062, and pay- 
ments, $1,973,738, The balance at the close of 
business on Tuesday stood at $92,058,007, against 
$89,457,801, a week ago.

Government revenues were moderate last week. 
Excises, yielded about $6,500,000 ; customs at 
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the port of New York, $2,266,335, and at the 
outports, at least $1,150,000 more, making the 
grand total income for the week equal to about 
$11,624,000 in currency, against disbursements 
of only $834,934 on account of the three leading 
executive departments. The total receipts of the 
National Treasury, from excises, siuce July 1, 
1866, have been about $108,000,000. 

An extremely favorable representation has been 
given to the last public debt statement, to Oct. 1, 
the details of which we print elsewhere in this 
paper, These details show a net liquidation of 
$22,346,226°54 during the month of September ; 
and of $184,352,629 75 since August 31, 1865, 
when the debt was largest. The net indebtedness 
of the country August 31, 1865, was $2,757,689,- 
571 43; October 1, 1866, it was $2,573,336,941 68 
—net liquidation in 13 months, $184,352,629 75. 
Thus it appears that the debt has been cancelled 
at the monthly rate of over thirteen millions since 
August 1, 1865, The aggregate legal-tender cir- 
culation shows a slight contraction, being now 
$554,677,482, against $555,115,732 on Ist ult. 
The plain greenback circulation on June 1 was 
$402,128,318; August 1, $400,861,728; Sept. 1, 
$399,603,592, and Oct. 1, $399,165,292. It is con- 
fidently expected that the interest-bearing Public 
Debt, amounting to $2,240,996,132 will be further 
reduced, perhaps by the Ist January, and certain- 
ly by the 1st July, 1867, to two thousand millions, 
and the entire Interest charge to about $120,000,- 
000 per annum. Already $22,500,000 of the prin- 
cipal has been notified for payment on the 25th 
inst., and the gradual and judicious application of 
only a portion of the gold balances in the. Trea- 
sury to the purchase of the 6s of 1867-8, and 
other gold-bearing Stocks, would not only make 
a further reduction of say $50,000,000, but greatly 
hasten, by the very influence of these purchases, 
the conversion of the 7.30 per cent. notes into 
the Consolidated 5-20 Stock of 1865, and stil] 
leave, at the close of the present quarter, (Dec. 
31,) full sixty millions of Gold in the ownership 
of the Treasury, after paying out $24,000,000 in 
November for Gold Interest. We sho.ld not be 
surprised to find Government anticipate the pur- 
chase or prepayment of a large portion of the 
$155,000,000 Compound Notes out of the surplus 
currency revenues of the quarter, 

We have been rather authoritatively informed 
that Government negotiated successfully last week 
for the purchase of over a million of the gold 
bearing six per cent. bonds of 1867, The price 
agreed upon was about 931¢ per cent. in coin, ac- 
cerding to our advices, which, with gold, at 150, 
is equal to about 140 in currency. This would 
leave a small profit to the parties of whom the 
Government is represented as having made the 
purchase, 

Gold has been as low as 148 regular way, and 
as high as 152 cash, since our last. The latter 
figures were realized on a few exceptional trans- 
actions on Monday, when the duds in the Gold 
Room sharply cornered the speculative and mer- 
cantile short interest. Cash gold on that day was 
extremely scarce, aud as much as 114 @2 per cent. 
a day was paid for the use of coin for immediate 
delivery, On Tuesday, there was a decided re- 
action. The opening price 149, followed by a de- 





cline to 148, and a final rally to 1493g. On 
Wednesday, the opening figures were 1491¢, and 


the highest rate 15114, the closing quotation 
having been 1503g. The speculative and mercan- 
tile demand was more urgent, and the dulls avail- 
ed themselves of this circumstance to give the 
market a fresh twist. In the street it was stated 
that the parties, of whom the purchase of 1867 
bonds was made by Government, as mentioned 
above, were represented in the Gold Room on the 
bull side, which if true, would seem as if they 
were disposed to increase the profit of the Stock 
turn, by inflating the premium on the specie 
equivalent. This is pretty sharp practice, even 
for Wall street. The customs demand last week, 
averaged $391,466 a day; thus far, this week, it 
has been equal to $491,500 a day, or equal to a 
weekly aggregate of $2,949,000. The arrivals of 
specie from Europe, Havana and other foreign 
ports, last week, reached $755,788, but there were 
no receipts trom California. The total castoms 
revenue of the Government, in coin, at this port, 
since Jan. 1, has been $106,949,636, against $76,- 
903,526 same time last year. The total receipts of 
California gold at this port since Jan. 1, have been 
$32,749,404, against $13,728,147 same time last 
year, showing an increase, in 1866, of $18,521,- 
258. The exports of specie from this port, last 
week, were $296,700, making the total outflow of 
specie from the port, since Jan. 1, $54,167,929, 
against $23,029,538 same time last year. Govern- 
ment disbursed last week through the U. 8. Sub- 
Treasury here, on account of the September coin 
interest, on the public debt, chiefly on the Ten- 
Forty Loan, $46,000, making the total coin inter- 
est disbursements through the Government office, 
since Jan. 1, 1866, $31,852,589, against $28,565,043 
same time last year. Outside of the speculative 
and mercantile demand for coin, the main reliance 
of the dulls is on the Customs drain. The Cus- 
toms revenue of the Government at this port 
keeps up to a handsome average, leading to a 
steady accumulation of coin in the National 
Treasury. Of the Treasury coin balance on the 
Ist inst., which stood at $86,259,909, the sum of 
$75,202,269 was absolutely the property of the 
department, as against $60,858,698 on the Ist of 
September, showing a gain during the month of 
$14,343,571; while the sum of only $11,057,640 
belonged to depositers hofding gold certificates, 
as against $15,480,220 standing to the credit of 
the same parties on the Ist ult., indicating a re- 
duction of $4,422,580 in this form of the National 
obligations. 


According to the official records of the Treas- 
ury Department demand notes, to the amount of 
250,374 75 are at present outstanding. These 
notes are receivable for customs duties, but can- 
not by law be redeemed at the Treasury for more 
than par in greenbacks. $59,779,625 have been 
redeemed since the original issue of $60,030,000. 
By the Zeutonia on Wednesday, equal to $42,- 
300 in coin was received at this port from Ham- 
burg. 

Foreign exchanges have been seriously dis- 
turbed and depressed, this week, mainly by the 
clique operations in gold, though in part by the 
increased offering of bills, resulting from fresh 
speculative purchases of U. 8, 5-20s, on foreign 
account. Bankers’ 60 day bills on London have 
been quoted down to 106!4@10714, and on Paris 
to 5.3214 @5.25 ; sight bills on London to 1073g@ 
1081¢ ; and on Paris to 5,25@5,2214. There has 





been a limited offering of produce bills, The 
week’s exports of domestic produce and miscella- 
neous goods have been to the currency value of 
$2,930,151, against $2,418,527 same week last 
year. The exports since January 1, have been 
to the value of $148,258,934, against $120,219,899 
same time last year. 

A marked increase in business in Government 
securities has been noticeable this week. There 
have been extensive investment, and some con. 
siderable speculative purchases. The favorable 
debt statement of the Ist inst., stimulated the de- 
mand, very decidedly. The purchases have been 
quite evenly distributed through the whole list, 
though the 5-20s of all four issues have been the 
most freely dealt in.

In the railway and miscellaneous share line 
last week, closed very briskly and buoyantly, 
after the most extensive six days’ business on 
record, The Erie speculation, however, suddenly 
broke down on Monday, leaving the market de- 
cidedly feverish. Tuesday, the annual election 
took place, resulting practically in the restoration 
of the old board of directors to office for another 
year, the only important change having been the 
substitution of Mr. Lane for Mr. Vanderbilt. The 
street talk is that the big fellows in the old board 
bought up their opponents, thus silenced opposi- 
tion, and depriving the street operators of much 
of their antcipated profits on the inflation of the 
stock. Since Monday, there has been a less ex- 
cited, but more stable and promising market for 
all really paying property. The tendency on 
Wednesday was toward higher figures for the 
better class of stocks. 

There has been less doing in produce and mer- 
chandise, during the week, and prices of bread- 
stuffs, cotton, and provisions have favored buyers. 
There has been comparatively little inquiry for 
produce for export, because of the current rates 
in this market being above the views of shippers. 
Speculation in produce at the West is less 
rampant, in consequence of the contracted volume 
of currency available at the various centres, and 
the breadstuff market cles decidedly heavy. 
Cotton has receded 5@6 cents per Ib., but closes 
with rather more buoyancy. The week’s exports 
of cotton have been 1,813 bales from this port, 
and 2,100 bales from all the shipping ports, leav- 
ing an available supply of 110,000 bales here, and 
at all the shipping ports, of 260,000 bales. Ac- 
cording to the official annual exhibit of the Cotton 
trade of the United States, for the year ending

St. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad. 
The St. Louis Repudlican, in noticing the sale of 
this road on the 27th ult., says: 


The sale was one to foreclose the mortgage 
held by the State on this road, which now amounts 
to about $4,700,000, consisting of the principal of 
the bonds issued by the State to the road, $3,501,- 
000, and interest in arrears, 

This road, which as it is well known, connects 
St. Louis and the great iron region at Pilot Knob, 
is eighty-six and a half miles long. The com- 
pany which built it was chartered with a capital 
of six million dollars. The paid up subscriptions 
to capital were $1,971,447, to which St. Louis city 
and county contributed $1,500,000 in bonds. 
Other corporations subscribed, chiefly in bonds, 
$255,000. The balance, $282,500 was made up 
by individual subscriptions. 

The cash cost of the road and equipment, in- 
cluding Potosi Branch, rolling stock, &c., was, 
per last report, November, 1865, $4,356,819. The 
discount and interest paid in State, county and 
city bonds was $1,448,114, making a total of $5,- 
804,933. The gross earnings for the year ending 
October 1, 1865, were $524,713. The expenses 
were $484, 244, These expenses include for ope- 
rating expenses $167,674, repairs of rolling stock 
$101,684, and repairs of road and bridges $214,- 
885. This last item was unusually heavy, owing 
to circumstances of an extraordinary character. 

This road will now be put into the hands of the 
Commissioners and will be offered for sale on 
terms prescribed by an act passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature.

The President of this company, Robert Irwin, 
Fsq., corrects a statement made in the Baltimore 
American, that “ several routes have been survey- 
ed—one near Emmittsburg, another near Me-
